H. G. Lumsden, provincial govern- 
ment wildlife co-ordinator, expects a 
“really severe die-off.” The deer now 
are floundering around in at least 20 
inches of snow which has been there 
since January 19, and in most places 
is hard and crusty. ‘The snow is 

ected to lie around for three or 
four weeks more. 

A “conservative estimate” is that 
at least 20 per cent—20,000-—of them | 
will die of malnutrition. 

Hunters last year took out about 
only 35,000 deer. 

The area affected stretches on the 
north from just north of Sault Ste. 
Marie to the Quebec border and 
swings on the southern end from 
‘Coldwater on Georgian Bay south- 
to the 
Quebec border again at Pembroke. 

The Sault Ste. Marie area, for 
example, has had three weeks of 
“eritical conditions” for deer. In 
some places there are 30 inches of 
snow. Snow is piled 32.6 inches high 
in the Parry Sound area and there 
is 28.5 inches at North Bay. 

To make matters worse the Eastern 

Ontario region doesn’t reach its peak 
of snow depth until about the third 
week of March. Even if the winter 
remains normal from now ‘on the 
deer will starve. : 
The only thing that will save them, 
Mr. Lantisden said in an interview, is 
a long early thaw. There are just too 
matiy deer over too wide an are to 
drop food to them, he aaid. 

Wolves add another problem to the 
deep snow, but “it's just as hard for 
the wolves to get around.” 

Probably the biggest problem is the 
habits of the deer. Deer head for the 
same wintering grounds every year, 
said Mr. Lumsden. It isn’t long before 
the food they need—such a5 white 
cedar and red striped maple—is all 
used up.

Mammoth Map 


Takes Five Years 


Work will begin soon on_ the 
construction of what will be one 
of the most wonderful maps 
ever made, a mammoth map of 
an area where the foot of man 
has not yet trodden—the visible 
surface of the moon. 


So complicated is this task, 
that it will take nearly five 
years to complete. 

The work will be carried out 
by experts in the astronomy de- 
partment at Manchester Uni- 
versity. The United States Air 
Force is giving $80,000 to help 
pay for the map’s construction. 

Maps always make news. The 
history of map-making goes 
back into the dim ages. There's 
a definite record of a crude map 
of the world being brought on 
to the stage as long ago as 42% 
B.C., during a performance of 
the Greek poet Aristophanes’ 
comedy, “The Clouds’, 

Few people realize when con- 
sulting a map of Britain that 
the first modern map was begun 
from the top of St. Paul’s Cathn- 
edral, in Léndon, more than 170 
years ago. 

The instrument used by these 
map-makers had to be hauled 
up to the dome and is still in 
existence ‘at the Ordnance Sur- 
vey Office, Southampton 

Way back in 185}, when 
Britain's first. great international 
exhibition was held, map- 
makers set up an immense globe 
in Leicester Square, London. 
It was 30 feet in diameter. 

Continents and oceans were 
depicted not on the outside of 
the globe but on its inner sur- 
face. Visitors entered by a door 
at the South Pole and climbed 
a circular stairway to the Nortr 
Pole. ~ 

The biggest astronomical map 
is the giant sky atlas of 1,758 
sections completed -at 
laboratories, in Caltfornia. 

Astronomers worked on the 
project for more than eight 
years. This unique atlas reveals 
etars, galaxies and systems 
stretching far out into space and 
all the sections together cover 
an area the size of a tennis 
court.

Is Your Child Safe On A School Bus? 


(Continued From Last Week) 


As for the actual training, the 
North Carolina motor vehicles 


* branch, which has chalked up an 


impressive record for safe school 
transportation, suggests a pro- 
gram including both classroom 
work and actual bus driving. If 
necessary, the program should. 
go on for as long as 12 weeks. 
These authorities strongly advo- 
cate that the training program 
should be undertaken on a state- 
wide (or province-wide) ‘basis 
“Training programs left in the 
hands of local or regional school 
boards usually don’t work,” they 
say. “They usually don’t realize 
the need for training, they 
haven't got enough money for 
proper training and finally, they 
don’t have qualified instructors.” 
North Carolina,-with 35 fulltime 
instructors who do nothing but 
train and supervise schoo] bus 
operators, has demonstrated that 
its program actually works. 
But no matter how competent 
and well-trained the driver, he 


‘ ean’t provide safe transportation 


if his vehicle is.in poor mechani- 
eal condition. Unfortunately, 
many school buses are of sub- 
standard quality; many locali- 
tes lack a regular and systematic 
program)of maintenance and in- 
spection. In Nova Scotia, which 
is better than most provinces, 
every bus is carefully scrutinized 


‘every six weeks. In Ontario, un- 


der a law that went into effect 
last summer, every school bus 
must be inspected by a licensed 


“mechanic at the beginning, of 


each school year. In Alberta ve- 
hicles are inspected every six 
months; in British Columbia, 
once a year. A Saskatchewan ed- 
ucator told me, “Only six of our 
56 local school units have a reg- 
ular program of maintenance and 
inspection.” 

Mechanical defects have al- 
ready been responsible for many 
accidents. In Saskatchewan, a 
damaged exhaust system in one 
vehicle allowed deadly carbon 
monoxide fumes to escape, sick- 
ening several young passengers. 
The accident might have claimed 
several lives. A school bus car- 
eered off Highway 8, near Hamil- 
ton and jammed into a tree, in- 
juring one child; the steering 
mechanism had. jammed. When 
I asked safety authorities across 
Canada to list defects found in 
school conveyances, they cited 
badly worn tires, deteriorated 
brake linings,, smashed * head- 
lights, broken windshield wipers, 
rusted emergency doors which 
wouldn't open, and flimsy, make- 
shift plywood cabooses built on 
light trucks. Comments C. J 
Kenway, secretary, Alberta High- 
way Traffic Board, “Poorly main- 
tained,. makeshift vehicles may 
appear economical but they're 
expensive in the long run in 
terms of crippled bodies and loss 
of lives.” 

How can the presence of so 
many sub-standard vehicles be 
explained? Many safety officials, 
like Fred Ellis of the Ontario 
Safety League, argue that the 
“tender 4ystem,” used in many 
parts of Canada, is -to blame. 
Many school boards, instead of 
running their own transportation 
service, call 
private operators In. an effort to 
sive money, school boards some- 
tmes let their contracts not to 
t(1e most reliable bidder but to 
the lowest one. “They hire trans- 
portation at a price where it’s 
impossible to provide sound ve- 
hicles and good quality mainten- 
ance,” a Saskatchewan educator 
declares. 

This is not. too difficult to un- 
derstand. A good school bus costs 
$12.000 or more. Expert mechan, 
ics carn high wages and so do 
good crivers. Since school trans- 
portation contraicts last for only 
one year this discourages con- 
tractors from making heavy in- 
vestments, Many competent bus

operators have been forced out 
of business by price-cutting com- 
petitors. In one province for ex- 
ample, one operator, after years 
of satisfactory service, failed to 
get a renewal of his contract be- 
cause an inexperienced new- 
comer had underbid him a few 
cents a mile. Another contractor, 
who had driven children to 
school for over 10 years with- 
out a single accident, lost his 
contract because he was $50 
above the successful bidder. 
Obviously, the one-year ,ten- 
der system is in need of revision. 
Safety, rather than price, should 


-be the main consideration in 


granting contracts. And perhaps 
the contract period should be ex- 
tended to five years, on condition 
that the operator continue to pro- 
vide competent drivers and main- 
tain. his vehicles in good shape. 
But low-bidding operators,. toe 
poor to acquire good equipment 
and maintain it, are not the only 
guilty ones. W. Arch Bryce of 
the Canadian Highway Safety 
Conference says, “Many rural 
school boards buy scho6l buses 
as cheaply as possible. Some of 
them are so ramshackle that par- 
ents shouldn’t permit their chil- 
dren to ride in them.” 


Just as important a safety fac- 
tor as the mechanical condition 
of the school bus is the behavior 
of the students as they drive to 
and fror- their classes, The aver- 
age family man finds that he 
ean’t drive properly if he’s dis- 


‘tracted by his two or three chil- 


dren squabbling in the back seat 
of his’ car. Imagine, then, the 
plight of the bus driver who's 
harrassed by 50 or 60 noisy, ac- 
tive children. He’s a likely can- 
didate for an accident. 

I recently spoke to a safety 
official who spent a few weeks 
travelling several sehool bas 
routes. On most of the trips, the 


-children were orderly and well- 


behaved. But he described one 
trip which was different. Under 
the watchful eye of a teacher, 
the students. waited quietly for 
the bus doors to open. Once in- 
side, all hell broke loose, They 
fought for their favorite seats. 
They shouted, whistled, sang. 
Caps, gloves, books went sailing 
through the air. A half dozen 
students roamed around, ocea- 
sionally engaging their friends 
in wrestling matches. They ig- 
nored the driver’s pleas to keep 
quiet. An eight-year-old boy 
shoved open the emergency door 
at the rear of the bus and might 
have gone sailing out onto the 
highway had not an older stu- 
dent grabbed him. 

Not long ago, near North Bay, 
a driver was ‘forced to stop his 
bus because he was being blind- 
ed by flying objects hurled by 
his passengers. He refused to 
continue until the horseplay 


that such drivers, subject to this 
kind of an ordeal, will he cap- 
able of delivering their passen- 
gers to their destinations with- 
out a mishap. There are no sta- 
tistics available to show how 
many school bus accidents have 
been caused by frayed nerves.

ceased, It is too much to expect, 


maintained by a system which is 
hardly being used in Canada at 
all. The solution lies in organiz- 
ing schoo) bus safety patrols. In 
Wisconsin, for example, a two- 
man safety patrol is assigred to 
each bus. The patrolment are 
senior students selected because‘. 
of their maturity, intelligence 
and status in student activities 
One of the patrolmen is station- 
ed in the frent of the bus. He 
helps the children in, then sees 
them safely across the highway 
when they alight. The inside man 
makes sure that every passenger 
takes his assigned seat and he 
maintains order while the bus 
is in motion. A. Wisconsin school 
official wrote me, “The young- 
sters serving in the safety pa- 
trols have justified our faith in 
them. We have no disciplinary 


‘problems on-our buses.” 


There is still another way of 
promoting school bus ° safety: 
traffic legislation. Most provinces 
have laws making it obligatory 
for motorists to stop behind a 
school conveyance when it stops 
to take on or drop off children 
New Brunswick has gone a step 
further: motorists meeting or 
overtaking a standing school bus 
are required to come to a halt, 
thus allowing the youngsters to 
cross the highway safely But 
many authorities, like Walter 
Reynolds, commissioner of high- 
way safety, Department of 
Transport, Ontario, are opposed 
to stopping oncoming traffic “It’s 
over-protecting the child,” he ar- 
gues. “He might get hurt when 
he has to cross a highway on his 
own.” Another danger is that a 
motorist from another province, 
unfamiliar with local laws, might 
unwittingly run down an unwary 
youngster. 

As a further protective meas- 
ure, most school buses are paint- 
ed a bright “school bus” yellow 
as a caution to the motorist. It 
has undoubtedly already saved 
many lives. It will save even 
more as the public gets used to 
the color and respects the’ ordi- 
nance to come to a halt behind 
the school bus, Unfortunately, 
the effectiveness of “school bus” 
yellow has been wateFed down 


_ for a number of reasons. Com- 


mercial bus companies who use 
some of their regular vehicles 
for school transportation for a 
few hours daily refuseto paint 
them in what they consider a 


‘garish color. Again, in recent 


years, thousands of buses and 
trucks have blossomed forth in 
a wide variety of bright shades 
and hues, thus making the yel- 
low school bus less conspicuous 
R. P. Lawrence, manager of the 
Alberta Safety League, believes 
that “we should go to work im- 
mediately to find ways of mak- 
ing our school buses even mure 
distinctive than they are now.” 


Never before have we spent so 
mauch on the education of our 
@hildren. Never before has there 
been so much discussion about 
our schools. Millions of words 
are being written and spoken 
yearly about teachers’ salaries 
and qualifications, curricula con- 
tent and methods of instruction. 
Courses have been introduced to 
improve the physical and mental 
health of our youngsters. But a 
more fundamental problem—how 
to safely convey 400,000 children 
te and from their classrooms so 
they can enjoy the fruits of our 
gpénding and planning—is only 
now beginning to attract the 
widespread attention of educa- 
tors, safety authorities and par- 
ents. — By SIDNEY KATZ in 
Imperial Oil Review.

Natural wood colors play an 
important role in modern decor- 
ating achemes.

rtain open-grained woods such 
as oak, walnut or mahogany will 
need a wood filler before varn- 
ishing while close-grained woods 
itke pine or maple are all ready 
for the finishing job. 

New wood usually needs at 
least two coats of varnish and 
each coat must be thoroughly dry 
before starting the next. It is 
also a good idea to sand lightly 
between the coata. 

A special satin varnish, applied 
as the final coat, will give the 
furniture a lovely sheen.

What Happened 
To This Star ? 


The evidence — clear, incontro- 
vertible, inexplicable -—- was 
there on photographic plates for 
any astronomer to study: 

On Nov. 4, 1958, deep in the 
southwestern sky beyond the 
familiar wheeling constellation 
Aquarius (the water pourer), an 
uncharted object was photo- 
graphed exploding into an in- 
candescent ball as hot as the hot- 
test known stars. - 

Four years before, an exhaus- 
tive telescopic survey that cov- 
ered the same region in the far 


‘ abyss of outer space had showed 


nothing was there. Two months 
after the explosion, a careful 
search revealed a starless void 
again, 

Dr.: Willem Jacob Luyten, the 
respected 60-year-old University 
of Minnesota astronomer who re- 
corded the violent explosion by 
chance while photographing 
Aquarius with California’s Mount 
Palomar telescope, was frankly 
mystified.” “It seems difficult to 
escape the conclusion,” he an- 
nounced last month via Harvard 
Observatory’s official astronomi- 
eal reporting service, “that this 
represents a new type of stellar 
object.” 

Dr. Luyten was quick to explain 
that the exploding object fit no 


._ known star category. Because a 


50-inch Schmidt telescope failed 
to pick up any star at all in the 
1954 survey, Luyten had first 
thought that it might be one of 
the Milky Way's faint “w! 
dwarf” stars. But “white dwar's’ 
are extinct, cooling bodies. ng 
past the explosive stage. P ips 
it was a Nova, an aging star 
which flares up cataclysmically 
before dwindling into a feeble 
“white dwarf.” But Novae die 
lingering, eons-long deaths, while 
Luyten's object disappeared in an 
astronomical flash. 

Had the too-clever inhabitants 
of some planet probed too far inte 
the secrets of gravity or the 
nucleus and contrived their own 
apocalypse? Dr. Luyten thinks 
not. “It must be a star,” he told

Another week gone by and 
the weather is still the main 
topic of local conversation. A 
young girl from the Midland 
district was here yesterday and 
said they had another six inches 
of snow on top of what Was ai- 
ready there.

‘After we settled 
in Ontario Partner took out two 
more policies one an er- 
dowment, the other straight life, 
carrying a double indemnity 
clause. That is to say if he was 
killed in-an accident, the cash 
payment was doubled. At that 
time the children were small, 
farm values at a low ebb, so in 
the event of anything happening 


te Partner, the insurance was 


my only security. 

Then came the depression. 
Premiums were hard to meet 
and we were obliged to cash im 
on the endowment icy in 
order to carry on other. 
When we took out the policies 
we were very green and relied 
on what the agent told us in- 
stead of reading the amall print. 
So we were quite surprised 
when, after Partner had reach- 


ed sixty, we got a notice to say 
the «double indemnity had ex- 
pired. The policy therefore was 
worth only half of its origina) 
value. Not only that but it be- 
ing what is known as “a straight 
life policy” we were obligated 
to pay yearly premiums as long 
as Partner lived. So we begun 
+o do a little figuring. As a 
result we decided instead of 
paying money out all the time 
we might better cash in on the 
policy, invest the money receiv- 
ed and thus get a little income 
from which -we could both 
benefit. .That is exactly what 
we did and we haven't been 
sorry. om 

To our way of thinking ap 
endowment policy is a good in 
vestment for young people. It is 
just a means of saving. It also 
offers security if the wife hbe- 
comes a widow or provides a 
nice little nest egg for the famlty 
if it matures during the lile- 
time of the father. Without :n- 
surance some young folk would 
never save or have anything to 
fall back on. But it shouldn’t 
be overdone. [t is poor manage- 
ment to penalize the family ex- 
chequer for the sake of carry- 
ing extra heavy insurance. 


There is also a superstitious 
angle to life insurance. Some 


, people are -.afraid to drop a 


policy in case the person insur- 
ed should die! My mother, a 
widow, tried to carry life insur- 
ance for all. her five children. 
Eventually she let the baby’s 
policy expire. Three months 
later he died. After that, al- 
though my mother couldn’t at- 
ford the expense, she -kept the

All over the world the moon 
has become one of the biggest 
news stories of our times. And 


every day scientists are learn- 
ing more about it . 


In the light of present-day 
knowledge, it’s odd to reflect 
that the Greek philosopher Aris- 
totle believed that the moon was 
a perfectly smooth and round 
body and that its markings were 
the continents of the world re- 
flected as in a mirror. 

Now we know that there are 
craters on the moon probably 
caused by meteoric bombard- 
ment, that the mass of the moon 
is about one-eighth that of the 
earth and that its diameter Is 
a quarter that of the earth. 


A startling theory that the 


—moon will one day collide with 


the earth was advanced by Pro- 
fessor Hoerbigar, but he has-

A day on the moon is equai 
to about fourteen days on 
earth — that means about a 
2,000-hour working week!

Sometimes we say “Once in 
a blue moon.” Has there ever 
been a blue moon? Yes. It was 
ceen during the 1902 eclipse. 
The moon's surface, though cut 
off from sunlight by the passing 
of the earth shadow, reflected 
light from the earth’s atmos- 
phere and was noticeably blue.

Saved Killer 
From Gallows 


No mystery is really a mystery. 


ere must always be someone” 


ho knows the truth, If a crime 
remains unsolved it is because 


there are those in the secret who ™ 


will not speak. 
Such conspiracies of silence are 
to be expected in the criminal 
underworld, but they have oc- 
ae even in cases of murder, 
ong people who are apparent- 


ly good citizens. The mystery 


here is why these people acted 
as they did. 

It is said that the secret of the 
Appin murder of 1752,. a classic 
of this kind, has been handed 
down in Argyllshire from genera- 
tion to generation to the present 
time. 

Clannishness is not peculiar to 
the Scottish Highlands; it may be 
paralleled to-day in some quiet 
English countryside. The same 
secrecy which clamped down on 


the shooting of Campbell of - 


Glenure 200 years ago enshrouds 


the murder of Edward Welham in © 


1931. 
We need not believe that 
Welham's Dorset neighbours 


would have gone so far’as the 
Highlanders whose ideas of clan 
loyalty sent an innocent man to 
the gallows; but the determined 
silence of these rural folk was 
to baffle Scotland Yard. 

First manager and trainer of 
the Cloverdale Kenne!|s, at Tar- 
rant Keynston, in 1 orset, was 
William Steer. 
few months Steer was found shot 
near a badger hole, his gun by 
his side, the fatality was accept- 
ed as accidental. His successor 
was Edward George Welham, a 
young unmarried man. 

Welham lodged in the village 
with the family of his kennel- 
maid, Mary Hathaway. She work- 
ed only in the afternoons; as full- 
time assistant Welham employed 
a young man, Frederick Deamen. 

The kennels consist: | of a long 
army hut, divided in the middle 
by partitions which formed a 
small office. Here Welham kept 
his guns, a 16-bore and a 12-bore, 
in a cupboard by his desk. 

On the morning of October Ist, 
1931, he was as ‘usual at the 
kennels before breakfast. He re- 
turned to the Hathaway's house 
for this meal at eight o'clock. 
When he went back to the hut

The policeman's first impres-' 


sion was that it was a case of 
suicide. He looked ‘about for 
means by which Welham could 
have reached the trigger of the 
gun while holding the muzzle to 
the back of his neck. 

He expected, he said, to find a 
stick or a string. There was no 
string, but a long stick of hazel 
was leaning against some sacks 
near the office door. 

It was Mary Hathaway who 
pointed out that Welham’s jacket 
was unbuttoned and that his wal- 
let was sticking half out of the 
inside pocket. There was a pound 
note in it, Welham, should have 
been ¢arrying about £10. 

The medical report, with that 
of the policeman, convinced the 
Chief Constable of Dorset that he 
had a case of murder on his 
hands. Scotland Yard were called 
in and Superintendent Hambrook 
of the C.LD. arrived at Tarrant 
Keynston. - 

Experiments with the 16-bore 


proved that Welham had been 


shot from a distance of about 
twelve feet, The door of the office 
was thirteen feet from his desk. 
He was shot, in Hambrook’s 
words, “by some person who 
stood in the doorway and thrust 
the muzzle of the gun through 
the opening.” 

The gun, in the supéfinten- 
dent’s opinion, was taken from its 
cupboard while Welham was 
away at breakfast. The murderer 
then waited near the hut — there 
was plenty of cover handy — un- 
til Deamen left to find the span- 
jel. 

If the motive of the crime was 
gain, the murderer in his haste 
missed £9 in the. desk. But was 


gain the motive? 


Hambrook began to have other 
ideas, which were strengthened, 
by the behaviour of Welham’s 
neighbours. The young man ap- 
peared to have been well liked, 


. but the folk of Tarrant Keynston 


had heard nothing, seen nothing, 
and knew nothing. 

They ignored the evidence of 
murder; it was obviously suicide, 
they said. 

At Supt. Hambrook’s request 
the rector of Tarrant Keynston 
took the unusual step of asking 
his parishioners from the pulpit 
to help the .police — in other 
words, not to obstruct them. The 
appeal appeared to have no ef- 
fect. 

With the case in this unsatis- 
factory state, Hambrook returned 
to London to report. He had bare- 
ly got there when Thomas Hatha- 
way made a confession. He had 
tampered with. evidence. His first 
thought( on reaching the hut 
with Deamen, was that Welham 
had shot himself by. accident. 
Then he saw a cord trailing from 
the hazel stick towards the gun. 


To spare Welham's mother the - 


pain of knowing that her son had 
committed suicide, he slipped the 
cord from the stick. 

He had kept it, and the stick 
was still in the office. The super- 
intendent hastened back to Tar- 
rant Keynston: but further ex- 
periments showed that no ar- 
rangement of cord and stick could 
have fired the gun as it must have 
been fired. : 

Here, then, appeared to be 
proof of premeditation, But why, 
having staged a suicide, did the 
murderer defeat his aim by tam- 
pering so carelessly with the wal- 
let? Did he panic? Or was there 
no theft? Was Welham, perhaps, 
taking out the wallet, when he 
was shot? 

These and other features of the 
case remain riddles because the 
main question is still unanswered, 
Who fired the shot? “I think I 
know,” Hambrook said, but evi- 
dence to justify a charge was 


denied him by the locals’ silence. 

The case, therefore, is still 
open It may be that Dorset folk 
are less secretive than  High- 
landers and that fifty years

The big man sat in a whee! 
chair in his New York home 
and asked a question that he'd 
often asked before: “Why?” 


This time, though, he was : 


asking the question not as a 
valiant national celebrity cam- 
paigning against juvenile deélin- 
quency but as heartsick father. 

Paralyzed from the waist 
down from the automobile ac- 
cident a year ago which ended 
his days as one of majo league 
baseball's greatest catchers, for- 
mer Brooklyn Dodger Roy 
Campanella talked of his 15- 
year-old son David, oldest of 
three boys, in a family of six

The Campanella boy’s 
troubles began on Washington's 
Birthday when he and five other 
boys squared off in a vacant 
lot for a fist fight.

David was found guilty of 
4uvenile delinquency, given a 
stern warning, and ordered dis- 
charged in his mother’s custody.

portedly admitted that he and 
George Delmos kicked in the 
plate-glass door and ran off with 
$9, 35 packs of cigarettes, and 
two tubes of toothpaste.

“My brother loved Mother es- 
pecially. When Mother said any- 
thing he obeyed, and when Fa- 
ther said anything he was al- 
ways against it.” 

“He had a real dislike of the 
female sex . . . when Mother 
wanted him-to get up in the 
morning she had only to say 
‘Go and give him ea kiss’... - 
he was out of bed in a flash 
because he just couldn't stand 
that.”

For the grassy flavor 

Bass have in ’em, 

Never scale ‘em, 

Always skin ‘em! 

And there you have the start 
of a first class hassle! 

The hassle being: Just how do 
YOU class hassle! 

The hasslé being: just how do 
YOU like your bass? 

While Cary, who also edits 
Prairie Sportsman, when he isn’t 
fishing, believes the distasteful 
part of some bass lies in the skin, 
others will snort that it’s the skin 
which gives a bass that “full- 
bodied” flavor. 

Truth of the matter is, accord- 
ing to some experts, it all de- 
pends upon the delicacy of the 
individual fisherman’s taste. . . 


What some call a disagreeable 


“mossy or muddy” tang, others 
find it an agreeable “wild sa- 
vor” not obtainable in store- 
bought fish.
